LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov 


Orval Faubus returned 
from 


Washington Sunday with praise 
for t h e Arkansas anti-poverty 
program, but little comment on 
political developments in the 
state while he was away. 


The state's antipoverty pro- 


gram, he told newsmen in air- 
port interviews, has the repu- 
tation of being the best in the 
nation. Faubus said he told of- 
ficials that the federal program 
did not need to be changed, just 
improved. 


Faubus said he and other gov- 


ernors were briefed on the Viet 
Nam war by President Johnson 
and ranking administration of- 
ficials. He said there was unani- 
mous support from the gover- 
nors for the 
adminsitration's 


handling of the war. 


He said he told the President 


that the action of Ronald Ram- 
sey of California, who has made 
propaganda tapes f o r Radio 
Hanoi, was t r e a s o n and that 
something should be done about 
it." 


The governor declined com- 


inc.. ton Sen. John L. McClel- 
lan's 
announcement Saturday 


that he would seek re-election, 
said he doesn't know when he 
will reveal his political plans 
and shied away from the squab- 
ble over leadership, of the Ar- 
kansas Young Democrat Clubs. 


Faubus said he was unaware 


that Guy Jones Jr. of Conway 
had withdrawn from the race 
for president of the YDC Sun- 
day, triggering another dispute 
in the organization. 


He said he didn't care who 


was elected president of the 
YDC, "as 
long as he is a 


Democrat."

technicians will begin the final 
countdown for the silvery 66- 
foot-tall Atlas rocket which will 
hurl an unmanned Agena target 
satellite into space, and on the 
astronauts' Gemini-Titan 2 rock- 
et on a launch pad 6,000 feet 
away. 


The tricky d o u b l e header 


launch is scheduled to get under 
way at 10 a.m. (EST) Tuesday 
when the Atlas thunders aloft to 
propel the 26-foot-long, cylinder- 
shaped Agena into a planned 
185-mile-high orbit around the 
earth. 


Armstrong and Scott are to 


blast off at 11:41 a.m., catch up 
with the Agena on Gemini 8's 
fourth orbit 5'/2 hours later and 
link up with it an hour later. 


Early 
Wednesday morning, 


Scott is to become a human sat- 
ellite for nearly 2'/z hours—per- 
forming tasks outside the space- 
craft at the end of a 100-foot 
lifeline. 


The extent of life at high alti- 


tudes and the effect of outer 
space on living things 
from 


earth will be the basis of an im- 
portant 
experiment 
initiated 


during Scott's space walk. 


The astronaut plans to take a 


package of live organisms — 
including three types of viruses, 
mold spores and other micro- 
scopic specimens—and attach it 
to me Agena space target, nl 
addition, a sterile patch will be 
attached to the Agena which is 
designed to collect specimens of 
life present in space. 


The same Agena may be used 


as a second target for a later 
Gemini mission — Gemini 10 — 
and astronauts on board that 
spaceship hope to recover the 
packages left by Scott so scien- 
tists on earth can study what 
na opened.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—One-by-one, heads 


appear from behind newspapers, 
puzzled' 


stares on each face, as John Fennel marches 
through the airport waiting room. 


Behind the ticket counters (especially in 


Miami where they know him) 
the employes decide it's a 
good time to take a coffee 
break when F e n n e l ap- 
proaches. 


"Yes," said Fennel, "I am 


getting a little tired of it 
right now. All those people 
staring, all the questions . . . 
I feel like a circus performer 
who carries his own tent 
poles." 


John F e n n e l is a pole 


vaulter—right now, Ameri- 
ca's best, which means he is in demand all 
over the country. 


It also means lots of problems for Pennel 


who travels with two 16-foot glass fiber poles, 
encased in cardboard tubes. 


"Everyone is always asking what you're 


carrying," he said. "Sometimes I tell them 
I'm superstitious so I carry my own lightning 
rod to protect the plane. 


"Other times I tell them it's a fishing pole 


. . . that I'm going after the big ones. 


"Sometimes 
I tell them it's microfilm. 


That usually puzzles them. 


"I've used a line about a TV antenna a few 


times. .But now I've got a new one. I tell 
them I'm a lighlrope walker and Ihese are 
my balancing bars. 


"When I'm in a city where they don't know 


me, I usually have to make a real sales pitch 
to the airline p e o p l e . When I make my 
reservation, I just tell them I've got an un- 


usual piece of luggage. Then I do the talk- 
ing at the airport. 


"I supervise the loading myself. I think I 


know the baggage layouts of every aircraft 
flying. In Miami (his home town until a few 
months ago) I usually flew with the same 
airlines most of the time, so the baggage 
guys know me. 


"I always have to know what type of plane 


I'm going on because they all have different 
baggage compartments. Some can't hold the 
poles in Ihc belly because there arc bulk- 
heads between the compartments. 


"Whenever I fly an Electra, for example, I 


have to load the poles through the cockpit 
windows and then slide them under the seats. 


"In a Convair 440, the kind of plane I 


usually flew in Monroe, La. (he went to 
Northeast Louisiana College), we had to load 
it through the ba'ggage door in the rear. 
Then I had to get in the plane, open this little 
compartment in the rest room and slide the 
pole through that. 


"On any of the planes with t-tails like the 


727 or the Caravelle it's pretty easy. You 
just slide it on board and put it under the 
seats." 


Fennel's problems don't end there, how- 


ever. 


"You have to gel it off again" he said, "and 


then get to the hotel. 


"I never let anyone carry them for me 


either. The poles have been lost a few timejs. 


"Usually, when I'm leaving the airport, I 


take the long limousines. There isn't too 
much trouble then. But when 1 have to put 
the poles on a bus, it's not easy. Neither 
are the drivers. I've really learned a lot about 
diplomacy."

Questions 
Regarding 
Inflation

Nfc WYORK (AP) — The ris- 


ing cost of living — and of doing 
bii-m"=s 
— 
ins 
Americans 


wondering if they're in for an- 
other round of inflation. Or, as 
most probably would phrase it, 
if tomorrow's paycheck will buy 
even less than today's. 


As government officials and 


businessmen debate the com- 
plex problem of inflation and 
what to do about it, here a r e 
some simplified answers to the 
questions many people are ask- 
ing today: 


Q - What is inflation? 
A 
—To most people inflation 


is a persistent and substantial 
increase in (he general level of 
prices. Bui many economists 
rail this the end product of in- 
flation, not inflation itself. They 
define inflation as the result of 
monetary 
policy: "too many 


dollars chasing too few goods." 


Q — Do we have "too many 


dollars" today? 


A — Bankers cite the unusual 


rise in the supply of money and 
credit since last summer and 
say that this has given business- 
men and consumers the where- 
withal to bid up nrices of goods. 
Government 
officials 
contend 


the money increase was needed 
to feed 
the economic growth 


which cut the jobless rate to 3.7 
per cent for the first time in 
nine years. 


Q —How do you tell inflation 


from the price increases we've 
been having right along? 


A — By how much and how 


fast prices rise. The cost of liv- 
ing for several years rose at 
about 1.2 per cen ta year and 
was called noninflationary. But 
in 1965 the rate jumped to 2 per 
cent. Bankers call this 2 per 
cent rise inflationary. Washing- 
ton officials say 3 per cent 
would be the danger point and 
that what we've been having is 
"economic growth" rather than 
"inflation." 


Q — Would 3 per cent be a big 


jump, historically? 


A — No. The last time we had 


what everyone agreed was in- 
flation was in the Korean War 
period. Between June 1950 and 
March 1951 the consumer price 
index rose by an average of 0.8 
per cent a month. More impor- 
tant to the economy, wholesale 
prices rose an average of 1.8 
per cent a month. 


Q — How is the wholesale 


price index behaving now? 


A — After several years of 


being practically stationary, the 
index has jumped 4.6 per cent 
since June 1964. And the rise in 
recent months has been the 
steepest 


Q — Who are the first victims 


of inflation? 


A — Those who live on fixed 


incomes. These include the eld- 
erly and retired. Their pensions 
or Social Security checks buy 
less of what they need, and they 
can't hope for a pay increase to 
offset this. All savers are hurt, 
whether it be those who put 
money in banks, in insurance, 
or in bonds. When they use the 
savings, inflation has cut their 
mqrk°* value just as jf nart of 
i he savings had been stolen out-

Despite Intensive Campaign 


Polio Still Plagues Children

Q — Why do some enjoy infla- 


tion in its early stages? 


A 
—Rising prices can bring 


rising wages, or caoital gains on 
such things as common stocks. 
Teal estate and art objects. For 
a time inflation heats up the 
eronomy, makes more jobs for 
those producing more goods to 
be sold at the higher price. 
Business looks better, profits 
are higher — If worth less when 
spent. Then the bubble bursts 
and most folk discover they're 
worse off than before. 


are today's signs of 


incipient inflation? 


A —The unemployment rate 


is 3.7 per cent of the labor force, 
lowest since November 1953. 
Skilled labor shortages are ap- 
pearing, sending overtime pay- 
rolls up. Unions are raising 
their wage demands. Output per 
man hour of labor is increasing 
only slowly now, where it was 
zooming upward a year or two 
ago. Many raw material prices 
have edged up. Firms are build- 
ing up inventories, some fearing 
either shortages or further price 
increases ahead. Demand for 
finished goods has taxed the 
capacity of some industries and 
delivery 
times 
are 
being 


stretched out as order backloos 
mount. 


Q — What about the monetary 


signs of inflation? 


A — Interest rates are rising 


as the demand for loans in- 
creases despite a marked in- 
crease in the supply of money 
and credit since last summer. 
Consumers are spending a larg- 
er percentage of their income 
and saving a smaller share — 
although personal income has 
soared so high that the totals for 
both spending and saving are at 
record hi<?hs. 


Q —- What steps are the mon- 


ey managers taking to ward off 
inflation? 


A 
—The Federal Reserve 


Board has raised interest rates. 
It also is tightening money by 
shrinking 
the 
free 
reserves 


which banks can use to make 
loans to business and to con- 
sumers. The idea is to restrain 
mildly the urge to borrow and to 
spend. 


Q— What is the government 


doing about inflation? 


A — Asking Congress to in- 


crease tax collections this year. 
This would leave less for indi- 
viduals and corporations 
to 


spend now. The President also is 
urging labor and management 
to observe guidelines holding 
down wage and price increases. 


Q — What is proposed beyond 


the steps already taken 


A — The Presideri tis asking 


the Congress to be ready to vote 
higher taxes quickly if inflation 
becomes obvious. This would 
leave less money to chase the 
available goods. Some think the 
Federal Reserve should make 
money and credit still tighter. 
This would involve still higher 
interest rates to discourage bor- 
rowing, whether to build a new 
plant, buy a new car or to buy a 
new home by means of a mort- 
gage. 


Q — But if in the days ahead 


wholesale and consumer prices 
rise still more rapidly, what is 
likely to happen? 


A — Some consumers might 


put 
off 
buying 
high-priced 


goods, especially those they can 
easily 
do without. Business 


might hold up some of its plans 
for building plants or buying 
new equipment. Demands for 
higher wages to meet rising 
prices would become more in- 


increases

One of the first principles 


of dummy play is to attack 
your longest suit in order to 
set up as many tricks as pos- 
sible. When you have to de- 
velop tricks in two suits you 
should make a further study 
to see if there is some reason 
to try the shorter one. 


North's raise to three no- 


trump is eminently correct. 
He has ten points and a bal- 
anced hand so it is pointless 
for him to show his five card 
club suit. 


South wins the heart lead 


with his queen and counts two 
sure winners in each red suit. 
He looks over the clubs and 
sees that he will make either 
four or five tricks there de- 
pending on the position of 
the king. He also notes that 
if West holds the king he will 
have time to set up spades 
later on and will make five no- 
trump but a careful declarer 
should allow for the chance 
that a finesse won't work. In 
that case South sees only 
eight tricks and that if West 
started with five or six hearts 
and also holds the ace of 
spades, he won't get around 
to a spade trick in time to 
make his contract. 


Further study shows South 


a way to handle this unfavor- 
able situation. The seven of 
hearts looks like a fourth best 
lead so that if anyone holds 
five hearts, it will be West. 


Therefore, South leads out 


his king of spades at trick 
two. 
If West ducks South can 


afford to go after clubs since 
he is now assured of his con- 
tract. If West takes the ace 
and leads the king of hearts 
South ducks once and takes 
the next heart. Then he tries 
the club finesse. It loses but 
that doesn't bother South in 
the 
slightest. East doesn't
